o poetical expression to 
Indieata that all ia well 
between the Chinese Com- 
munist Party and the 
Soviet Communists, — xnid, 
“the Yangtae and the 
Volga were flowing In the 
same direction.” 


This ia rather a surprising: 
relapse from the pedantic 
terminological exactitude 
with which the speakers 
to the Soviet Party Con- 
gress strive to clonk their. 
thoughts, unless, of course, 
Mr Chou | En-lai meant 
exactly what ho suid. 

For a topographical reference 
tolls ts that the Yangtse 
and the Volga do not flow 
in the same direction, any 
moro than docs Chinese and 
Russian opinion agree on 
the Marxist-Lenin — inter- 
pretation of the evolution 
of the Communist world. 


’ In his speech to the Soviet 
Purty Congress last Tues- 
day, Mr Kruschov said in 
reference to Albanin, that 
the cult of the individual 
was imposed upon the peo- 
ple at the expense of the 
Marxist cult of the state. 


The fact that the Albanians 
were unrepresented at the 
_ Congress was not allowed 
to pas by default, and Mr 
Kruschey, in one of those 
significant asides, assured 
Albania that he would do 
all in his power to see that 
Albania marched “shoulder 
to shoulder with all the 
socialist countries,” 


OW anywhere else, such a 

remark would be con- 
sidered: as, 50 much make- 
weight, a kind of after- 
thought, but those Con- 
gress delegutes who have 
learned = wisdem — through 
bitter experience, over the 
years, knew just what Mr 
Kruschey meant. 


Consequently, it cannot be 
assumed for 1 moment thut 
Mr Chou En-lai forgot what 
he wus saying when he in 
turn addressed the Con- 
gress. For whereas Mr 
Kraschey admonished 
Albania, Mr Chou said; 
“China is friendly with all 
other Sociatist countries,” 
and added that the friend- 
ship included countries 
from North Korea to East 
Germany and frum Viet- 
nam to Albnnia.

no belt round the world. 


In Sydney, radio astrono- 
wor Mr F, J. Kerr said the 
satellite was sent up in de- 
fiance of two resolutions pass- 
cd against the experiment by 
the 
Union in August, 


He added that if the experi- 
ment was successful, a bigger 
and denser belt of necdles 
would be put into orbit, which 
would undoubtedly interfere 
with observations, 

Dr David Forbers Martyn, 
Chairman of the Upper Atunos- 
phere Rescarch Committee of 
Commonwealth Scientific 
Industrial =Rescarch Organisa- 
tion, said in Sydney it would 
not be*possible to say whether 
the experiment was: “a good 
thing or a bad thing” untill its 
resulls had been sesessed.

Labour troubles in Singapore are coming thick and fast these days— 


and as soon as one has been settled another pops up. 


The trade 


union leaders, most of them officinis of Singapore's largest opposition. 
party, the Barisan Socialis, are working overtime to make the best 
use of the confused political situation. 


The week-long Shaw dispute 
in which 185 workers of four 
Shaw subsidiaries were thrown 
out of work when the companies 
closed down has ended, The 
dispute, which was aver new 
wage claims, has been  settied 
and the four subsidiaries have 
re-opened for busincsy. 

The management of the Mala- 
ya Publishing House Limited 
and the Singapore General 
Printing Workers’ Union have 
slgned an agreement giving 130 
employees more pay and ime 
proved working conditions, 

Apart from salary increases, 
the agreement also gives the 
workers one month's bonug each 
year. Since the company was 
set up it has not yet paid one 
dividend, 

The 400 employees of Rafles 
Hote) are to get wage Incre- 
ments of $10 to $40, backdated 
to July 1. Next yeur the union 
and the management will review 
further Increments on the con- 
ditton that the hotel's income 
must then be such as to permit 
the payment of increments. 

More thun 200 workers of 
Borneo Company — struck = the 
‘other day In protest against the 
management's alleged threats to 
a union official and Sts alleged 
by-passing of the union by. 
{sguing circulars direct to mem- 
bers. 

For two days the workers 
picketed ‘the company's two 
gcdowns and head office until

Meanwhile, the Hongkong and

Paso, We changed trains—from 
a superb “Southern Pacific” air-
